Where the Best Work Is Done. 


The best work now being done in the Uni- 
ted States 1s at Johns Hopkins University, 
Harvard University, Columbia College, and 
the University of Pennsylvania, but ail these 
places of learning are hampered ia sheir ef- 
forts, The medical colleges of Chicago are 
almost exclusively for turning out physicians, 
ard original work in the line of investigation 
is comparatively limited. The need of the 
West is declared to be something similar to 
the medical aepartments of the four Eastern 
colleges named, but something larger and 
better equipped. 

* What mation said a leading physician 
yesterday, *‘is more laboratories—places de- 
voted exctusively to post-graduate study. ‘I‘he 
one now building at Rush College 1s but a 
baby to what Chicago ought to have. The 
progress of the future must come first and 
most out of laboratories where men are hired 
to give their whole time to investigamon. The 
idea of those who wish to establish a magnifi- 
centdepariment in the new university for 
this purpose is right and should receive the 
support of the entire profession throughout 
the country. Ifa movemeut were started mm 
that direction I am satisfied that it would be 
successful. There is certairly money enough 
obtainable forsuch a purpose, and in view of tne 
vast field and the probable results of the work 
there is undoubtedly warrant enough for the 
most strenuous efforts being made in that di- 
rection. Such an institution would do a great 
deal of good. There is now talk of Lake For- 
est University becoming an undergraduate 
departinent of the University of Chicago, and 
it is not unlikely that some of the existing 
medical schools in the city would follow suit 
if a special department for original research 
were established, as is be advocated. Now 
is the time, and I should like to see some of 
the leading lights of the profession join hands 
and start the ball rolling.” | 

Need Bacteriological Study. 


‘It would be a move in the right direction,”’ 
said another physician, “‘and.1 should tike to 
gee the matter pushed. In my opinion ose 
of the most effective lines of work would be 
bacteriology—the cause of disease. The rem- 
ediea used should be scientificaHy and prac- 
tically investigated in the laboratory by the 
clearest medical minds of America. That, as 
a matter of fact, has not and is not being 
done as it should be. It is an admitted fact 
that the progress made in medicine of late 
years has been chiefly in the line of surgery. 
I think the treawment of diseases has been 
neglected. While surgeons row do not besi- 
tate to undertake operations that were deemed 
impossible .a few years ago and perform 
them successfully the average physician in the 

smatter of prescribing follows the methods of 
a generation or two ago. It would be a bless- 
ing if means were afforded for experiments 
and investigations that would make medicine 
pure and simple more effective.” 

. Dr, E. Fletcher Ingals of the faculty of 
Rush Medical College is one of the most ar- 
dent advocates of a magnificently endowed 
and equipped medical department for the 
University of Chicago. He declares it to be 
his special ambition to advance the medical 
profession and to make Chicago the pojnt to 
which investigators the world over will look 
a come, In speaking on the matter he 
said: 

** There are thousands who would give their 
all for the life of a friend or. relative, and if 
any profession is worthy of the support of a 

enerous public it is the medical profession. 

ts object 1s essentially noble and no pains or 
expense should be spared to make the work of 
its followers effective. Physicians do not 
ask for help for themselves, but solely to pro- 
vide better means to obtain information. It 
shoulc also be remembered that the young 
men who are now studying will, in a few 
years, be treating our children and will have 
their lives in their care. 

“Breadth of knowledge is the index of 
progress, and breadth of knowledge is only 
compatible with ample opportunities for its 
acquisition. Chicagoans now have a grand 
opportunity to benefit humanity. The Uni- 
versity of Chicago is young, and is starting 
out ia a way that promises a great future. It 
should have a medical department second to 
none in the world, and there is enough money 
to make such aone. Provide the facilities 
and the investigators and earnest students wil! 
come, 


American Diplomas Lightly Regarded. 


“For many years American medical diplo- 
mas have been lightly considered in Europe, 
it being taken for granted that we were a 
young Nation, haying little opportunity or 
inclination for research or thoroughness, In 
a measure thecharge has been merited. We 
have not the opportunities, though we 
have had any nuinber of men'who have had 
the inclination to devote their time and ener- 
gies to the advancement of the science. 
The . demands of our average medical 
college have not been great enough, A 
four years’ course of study and from six to 
eight months of lectures may give a mana 
sufficient knowledge to go out and practice 
according to. the methods in vogue at the pres- 
ent time, but it scarcely lays the foundation 
for adequate work in the line of research. 
Post-graduate study is the thing we need— 
something that will quicken the interest of 
students and make them competent to follow 
original lines of work. 

*“It is to be doubted if any American city 
has better clinical advantages than Chicago, 
but it is likewise true that the laboratory fa- 
cilities are deplorable. The trouble is that 
but a small percentage of the 135 medical col- 
leges in the country have any support in the 
work they essay to do except the fees of stu- 
dents, which of course can go but a short way 
in advancing the higher education we so much 
need.

the discussions in the columns 
daily press ask whether the regular medical 
co in this city could not be united in one 
grand medical department of the Chica Uni- 
versity, provided $500,000 or $1,000,000 could be ob- 
tained to construct and equip the necessary la- 
boratories and salary the professors, with a stand- 
ard of réquirements that would insure the high- 
est scientafic results. Theoretically the project is 
so fascinating to the mind that one is almost im- 
pelled to indulge in its eulogy nolens voleng. But 
a practical familiarity with medical education, 
both in this and other countries; for more than 
half a century has taught me to consider all ques- 
tions concerning it on the basis of what is prac- 
ticable in given conditions and eurroundings, 
rather‘than on their theoretical or ideal concep- 
tion. Toe do this requires a correct knowledge of 
the medical schools we already have, their re- 
sources and obligations, and of what is actually 
required to. constitute a complete medical school 
that shall place the education of medical men and 
women on the basis of the best resuits for the wel- 
fare of the whole ee enya | 

We have four regular medical colleges recog 
nized as in good standing by the profession gener- 
ally, and in no important particular inferior to 
the medical schools of the: other large cities of 
this country. Three of them are for the educa- 
tion of men and the other for the education of 
women. The Rush Medical College, the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, and Woman's Medi- 
cal College are located in the West Division of 
the city in the immediate vicinity of ‘the Cook 
County Hospital, the Presbyterian Hospital, the 
Chicago Hospital for Women and Children, two 
well patronized dispensaries, and the Illinois 
Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary, affording an 
ample field for clinical instruction. Their 
faculties embrace a goodly number of able and 
experienced teachers, well-known at home and 
abroad, and they attract full classes of students. 

I think ali are virtually owned and governed b 
members of their respective faculties, and are al 
dependent for support on thé receipts from the 
students. They have advanced the standard of 
their requirements just as fast as the rules of the 
Illinois State Board of Health and the laws of 
surrounding States have made it necessary to in- 
sure the recognition of their diplomas in procur- 
ing license to practice. 

he Northwestern University Medical - School 
Chicago Medical College) is located in the South 
ivision of the city in proximity and easy access 
to the Mercy Hospital, the St. Luke’s and the 
Wesley Hospitals, and the South Side Free Dis- 
pensary. It was organized in 1859, as an integral 
department of the Lind University, expressly for 
the purpose of establishing a medical school on 
a platform of longer annual college terms, a 
raded curriculum of studies, including both 
aboratory and clinical werk, and at least a mod- 
erate stagpdard of general educaiion on the part 
of the stadent. Although the Lind University, 
through financial embarrassiments, failed’ to sus- 
tain its medical school; the half dozen medical 
men who had enlisted in the work carried it 
steadily on, not only maintaining the advanced 
position they had chosen bat. raising it higher 
from time to time until 1869, when a larger col- 
lege building became necessary. The Northwest- 
ern University proffered the needed financial aid, 
and a limited union was formed, which has since 
been converted in a complete integral depart- 
ment of that university, 4Forytwelve years this 
medical school s alone on its platform of 
broader and more systematic medical education 
before another medical college in the United 
States had the courage to follow its example. 
Then the old medical school of Harvard grace- 
fully mounted the same, a few years later the 
medical department of the Pennsylvania Uni- 
versity, and finally nearly all the medical schools 
directly connected with universities have come 
fully to the advanced line. 

In the meantime the general sentiment of the 
profession has ripened into an almost unanimous 
demand for a goed gecpres scientific education 
before the student shail be permitted to-enter 
upon the study of medicine, and that the medical 
schools shall uire four full collegiate years of 
systematic medical study, including personal 
training’in the anatomical, chemical, biological, 
and pathological laboratories, and in thorough 
hospital clinical work. But thus far only three 
or four of all the reguiar medical colleges in this 
country have actuaily adopted such full four 
reese’ college curriculum, and the Northwestern, 

Jniversity Médical School is one of these. 

Three years since, and before the present Chica- 
go University had fairly established its existence, 
the Northwestern University finding the working 
laboratories of its medical school becoming over- 
crowded with the best class of medical students, 
and wishing to complete its ideal by so extending 
its laboratory accommodations as to include the 
most efficient original scientific research, under- 
took to raise $300,000 for that purpose. Liberal 
men and women of Chicago have tendered all but 
about $75,000 of the required amount; the new 
laboratory building is substantially completed, 
with room for all the practical work of the schools 
of medicine and pharmacy and special rooms for 
original research, and permanent endowments 
for the chairs embracing chemistry, biology, and 

pathology. 

Therefore, if it were desirable to concentrate 
all medical teaching in Chisago under one uni- 
versity, simple justice and fair-dealing would 
award itto the Northwestern, whose founders 
were, and are still, among Chicago's most enter- 
pores and useful citizens, who during the last 

orty years have placed it ‘in the list of the four 
largest and best established universities in this 
country, its property amounts to several mill- 
ions, and its circle of schovls includes the acad- 
emy and colleges of liberal arts, law, medicine, 
tag Go ap and dentistry, all equally providing 
or both sexes, and actually giving thorough in- 
strucnon to between 2,000 and 3,000 students at 
this time, 

But the proposition to concentrate all medical 
teaching in thie city under one university is 
neither practicable nor desirable. A very large 
part of medical instruction must be personal and 
cannot be imparted to students in masses. Each 
student must do his own laboratory work, and 
only a limited number can get near enough to a 
patient to receive clinical instruction of real value 
at one time. I presume there are today more than 
1,000 students receiving medica! instruction in the 
four regular medical schools of -this city. They 
are not only enjoying work in the four labora- 
tories bui they also enjoy the clinical advantages 
of the six hospitals, dispensaries, and infirmaries 
in the West Division, and the four or five hos- 
pitals and dispensaries of the South Division to 
reviously alluded, Now, until you 

ard of Cook County Commission- 
ers for some power equal 
resources to the Emperor of Austrid or Germany, 
by whose guthority all these hospitals and dis- 
pensaries shall be grouped in some one part of 
the city accessible to the university, and main- 
tained there at the public expense, you will find 
it impracticable to concentrate all the medical 
instruction under one school. But,as 1 have 
already said, such a concentration is not even de- 
sirable. You give one university the monopol 
of medical education in this great metropolis an 
salary all its professors, and in less than two de- 
cades two-thirds of them would be enjoying a 
comfortable Rip Van Winkie sieep. 

Competition, emulation, fair rivalry is as neo- 
essary & stimulus to the best mental work, as 
physical exercise is for the body. So true is this, 
that in our country we are continually creating 
more schools, colleges, universities, and societies 
than we can sustain efficiently. If we would 
avoid both extremes and yet presetve all the life- 
giving energies of a wholesome competition, the 
medical situation is well adapted for its accom- 
plishment. Let the friends of the Chicago Uni- 
versity raise $500,000, or $1,000,000, or whatever 
sum is necessary to convert the Rush Medical Col- 
lege and the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
into one well-endowed department of that univer- 
sity, with an honest standard of preliminary re- 
quirements and a four years’ medical college cur- 
riculum ; and let oneor more of Chicago's wealthy 
men or women give to the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Medical School the $75,000 that it still needs 
to round up its present work, and thus place our 
medical educational! interests under the control 
of two strong universities, whose rivalry must be 
mainly on the line of determining which shail do 
the best work. 

If the public press can so awaken. the attention 
of our citizeas to the importance of this subject, 
that they speedily accomplish tne result just in- 
dicated, it will merit the lasting eratitude of all 
classes.
